The real disagreement dates back to 
the famous session of the cabinet when 
the note of May 13, following the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, was drafted, in- 
forming Germany that the United 
States would not omit “any word or 
any act” to protect its rights. At that 
time Mr. Bryan made a speech coun- 
selling peaceful measures and cautious 
action. He gave his consent to sign- 
ing the note only after it was tenta- 
tively arranged that a statement should 
be issued at the white house and trans- 
mitted to the German government an- 
nouncing that inasmuch, as Germany 
had accepted the pinciple of the peace 
treaties negotiated between the United 
States and other countries, differences 
between the two nations might be ad 
justed by a commission of iInvestiga- 
tion. Opposition to this course Was 
most venemerit some eabinet quar- 
ters, and the after having 
considered at length Mr. Bryans sus 
gestion, finally disapproved it at the 
hour the note was sent. Some cabinet 
officers argued that such an appendix 
to the note of May 13 would be con- 
strued abroad as a weakening of the 
American position, and their counsel 
prevailed.

Vienna Reports Aerial Bom- 


bardment of Italian City. 
Italians Making Gradual 
Progress Along Isonzo 


River. 


Vienna, June 8.—(Via London.)—The 
following official communication was 
issued tonight: 

“A telegram from our naval com- 
mand states that naval flying machine 
L-47, Commander Bonfield and Observer 
Naval Cadet con Strobel, this morning 
successfully bombarded Venice and 
dropped bombs on a balloon ehed at 
Murano (2 miles northeast of Venice) 
and also on an enemy torpedo boat de- 
stroyer.”’ 

Another official communication _telts 
of the destruction of an Italian airship 
by an Austrian aeroplanes. It says: 
~ “The Italian airship Citta Di Fer- 
rara, returning from Fiune this morn- 
ing was attacked, set on fire and de- 
stroyed by our naval aeroplane L-48, 
commanded by Lieutenant Glasing and 
with Naval Cadet von Fritsch as ob- 
server. Two officers and five men of 
the crew were captured.” 

GRADUAL PROGRESS 
MADE BY ITALIANS. 

Udine, June 8.—(Via Chiasso and 
Paris.)—Italian forces today was en- 
gaged with the Austrians on the east- 
ern banks of the Isonzo, north of Tol- 
mino. They are-fighting also around 
Gradisca, evidently with the intention 
of encircling that point.

POSITIONS TAKEN 
BY THE ITALIANS. 

Rome, June 8.—(Via Paris.)—Italian 
troops are proceeding methodically to 
take possession of the most important 
positions all along the frontier, ac- 
cording to a statement signed by Gen- 
eral Cadorna, chief of the general 
staff, issued at general Italian head- 
quarters. The statement follows: 

“Our advanced troops proceeded 
methodically to take possession of the 
most important positions beyond the 
frontier all along the line, meeting 
with slight resistance. At the same 
time a closely contested artillery duel 
continued on the plateau of Lavaronne 
and Foigaria. 3 

“The same is the case all along the 
Isonzo river from Caporetto to the sea, 
where we are in close contact with 
the enemy. Strong advance formation 
protected by powerful artillery actual- 
ly have reached this important line 
with the object of establishing them- 
selves solidly at the most suitable pas- 
sage and of installing there bridge 
heads commanding the banks, thereby 
insuring safe crossings. 

“Beyond the Caporetto mountains, 
along the heights and in the valleys 
our troops are continuing the heavy 
fighting of June 4-5-6 against the 
Austrian positions which are situated 
on the opposite slope. We have gain- 
ed finm footholds on both banks of 
the river and are seriously threaten- 
iog Tolmino. 

“Along the lower course of the Ison- 
zo, aiter Spanning the river with mill- 
tary bridges under the eyes of the 
enemy, large detachments of our 
troops, preceded by a reconnoitering 
force of cavalry, succeeded in-crossing 
to the eastern bank, where they now 
are fortifying themselves. By this 
maneuver we are assured along the 
lsonzo front the same liberty of action 
as on our other fronts. This is impor- 
tant because heavy detachments of 
troops may thus be employed easily 
when the time is ripe. Our losses have 
been relatively light. 

“Our troops celebrated the nationa] 
holiday, offering to their sovereign— 
who is ever present with them—proofs 
of their high esteem by their courage, 
their spirit of self-sacriifce and high- 
est patriotic ggntiment.”

By 
this arrangement a young man may 
win both his collegiate and profes- 
sional degrees in six vears.

JUDGE CHARLES S§. REID. 


Singularly enough death has taken 
almost in identical manner in the past two 
weeks two well-known men occupying sim- 
ilar public position and alike in many of 
their personal characteristics. Judge Charles 
S. Reid, of the superior courts of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, has been suddenly taken 
off in the height of his career of usefulness 
and in the midst of his performance of 
duty, just as was Judge Robert T. Daniel, of 
the Flint circuit, who was stricken at the 
close of an address delivered before the 
Odd Fellows at Fitzgerald. 

Both men were popular; they were more 
than that, they were beloved.

THE NEW BAGGAGE LAW, 


It is to be expected there will be con- 
siderable complaint over the operations of 
the Cummins amendment to the interstate 
commerce law, which requires that persons 
making an interstate journey, by common 
carrier, shall personally value their bag- 
gage and pay the small fee required for 
any excess above $100. For a time at 
least the traveling public will feel almost 
that it is being called upon to make out 
something like a customs house declara- 
tion every time it crosses a state line. The 
traveling man who has a large amount of 
baggage to take along with him will fee} 
the inconvenience perhaps no less keenly 
than he did the disappointment over the 
abrogation of interchangeable mileage. 

We are not prepared to speak as to 
the merits of the new law, nor is !t likely 
that there is anyone who can do so tin the 
absence of an actual test. But it looks 
as if it has possibilities which entitle it 
to a fair and impartial trial. It was 
signed both for the protection of the rail- 
road company and the traveling public—of 
the former against extortionate or false 
value placed upon lost property, and of the 
latter against the effort of the common 
carrier to limit its Hability through notice 
printed upon its tickets, regardless of the 
actual value of the property itself. 

The average value of the contents of a 
traveler’s trunk {Is considerably less than 
the $100 limit which the railroads sought 
to fix. Travelers do not ordinarily put arti- 
cles of great value in a receptacle prover- 
bially considered at the mercy of the “bag- 
gage smasher.” There are exceptional cases, 
nor would it appear that 10 cents is. too 
much to ask as insurance on an additional 
$100 of value. As a method of definitely 
fixing the liability upon the railroad com- 
pany, it appears both legal and effective. 

There is at least compensation in the 
law, notwithstanding the inconvenience it 
imposes. Perhaps, after a while, we shall 
all get used to it. In the meantime, until 
we can see, let’s all determine to give it 
fa fair trial.

By President Wilson 
Is Warmly Commended 


Editor Constitution: I ‘am very much 
pleased with the fact that The Constitution 
has planned to publish “A History of the 
American People” by President Woodrow 
Wilson, and have read the first installment 
with great interest and pleasure. 

Our greatest educators have generally 
recognized and emphasized the value of his- 
torical knowledge and especially the impor- 
tance of knowing accurately the history of 
one’s own country. John Stuart Mill said: 
“There is no part of our knowledge that is 
more useful.” W. E. H. Lecky wrote: 
“History is one of the best schools for that 
kind of knowledge which is most useful in 
practical life.” Guizot, professor of mod- 
ern history at the Sorbonne, says:  “His- 
tory is the great school of truth, reason 
and virtue;” and Grover Cleveland once 
said: “A knowledge of history becomes 
more tmportant with the passing of time; 
and it seems to me that it never was 80 
important as in these days of stirring events 
and wondrous change.” ' 

In estimating the unusual mental and 
moral equipment of President Wilson, his 
clear intellectual grasp of great national 
and international questions, and his keen eth- 
ical insight Into great world problems, and 
in considering the forces that have helped 
to make him so great a statesman, one can 
not overlook his comprehensive knowledge 
of the history of North America.

The “Dominion” of Canada.

REVIVALISTS BEFORE SUNDAY. 
(From The New York World.) 

Revivals followed the panics of 1837 and 
1857 and the greatest of the Moody cam- 
paigns followed the hard times of 1873. 

Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman and Charles M. 
Alexander, in Boston, during 27 days in Jan- 
pary-February, 19099, held nearly a thousand 
meetings, spoke to nearly 750,000 people and 
made more than 30,000 converts. 

It was Dr. Chapman who started Billy 
Sunday on his career, and who was almost 
afraid, six years ago, that “Billy will not 
live more than five years more; his fevered 
energy is just burning him up.” 

John Wesley traveled 270,000 
preached 40,000 sermons and wrote 
books. 

After George Whitefield’s first sermon 48 
& pastor of the Church of England it was 
complained to his bishop that he drove 15 
of his hearers mad. This was in the early 
eighteenth century. “I hope,” said the bishop, 
“the madness will not be forgotten before 
next Sunday.”
